Believe you will readily grant, that the 
Pra&ice of Chrift and hw Apoftles, in the 
Performance of any Part of Religious Were 
frip is related by the Evangelifts for no other 
Reafon, than that it might be a flanding Pattern or 
Rule for 1s to do the fame. Now, fince Chrift and 
his Apoftles received the Sacrament of the Lord's Sup- 
erin a Pofture of Sitting, why does the Church of 
England Deviate from their Example in this par- 
ticular, and enjoin that the fame fhould be received 
by all Conmmunicants Knecling. Befides, the Sacra 
ment being a Supper, why fhould not the Geflure at 
the Lord's Table be the fame, which we obferve at our 
ordinary Tables 2? It is indeed declared at the end of 
the Communion-Office, that no Adoration is intended, 
or ought to be done to the Sacramental Bread and 
Wine. But would itnot for all that, be better to re- 
turn back to the Primitive Pra@ice, though it were 
even for no other Reafon, than toavoid giving Offence 
to weak Brethren, 


A, The Querift takes that for granted, of 
which there is no direct Proof. He calls the 
prefent Pofture of Kneeling ac the Sacrament, 
a Deviation from Chrifts Example, when as none 
of the Bvangelifts informs us, what Gefure our 
Saviour and his Apottles ufed at the receiving of 
it, The Jews themtelves uled variety of Geftures 
atthe Paffover. The Gefture, which they uled in 
our Saviour’s Time, was not the fame which was 
ufed at the [oftirution of it in Egypt. And ad- 
mitting that our Saviour complyed with the Paffo- 
ver Gefture, which was then in ufe, his compliance 
ought ro ferve as a Rule to us, not to be Scru- 
pulons about Geftures, bur to conform to the 
Innocent and prevailing Caftoms of the Church, 
under whofe Authority we live. Bur admitting 
farther, that our Saviour did fit, we fay that 


naked Examples have nor the Force of Laws 
perperuaily obiiging the Conicience, uniefs -hey 
have added ro them fome Note, to figaifie bar 
ir is God's Wiil they fhou’d be followe’  #or 
will any one fay, that the Exauple of ur Sa. 
viour'’s deferring his Baptifm rill Thirty » «ars of 
Age, isa Rule for us to do the fame? An Ex- 
ample may help to clear the Senfe of «© Law; 
of its felf it is no Law. If we lock ory to 
Chrift’s Example, without confidering the vari- 
ous Capacities and Relations he bare borh ro- 
wards God and Man, and the feveral Laws b 

which he ftood bound, which were the Meatures 
of his Actions, we thall miferably miftake our 
Way and act like Fools, when we do fuch 
Things as he did, purfuanr ro infinite Wifdom. 
As for the Objection, thar Koeeling is no Table 
Gefture, which the Sacrainent, as being a Supper, 
feems to require, we anfwer, that if we were to 
prefent our felves at the Lord’s Table, to make 
fome fhew of a Spiritual Feaft, ficing might 
feem the fitrer Ceremony: Bur coming as Re- 
ceivers of ineftimable Grace at the Hands of 
God, what can better become our Bodies at 
that Time, than to be fenfible Witneffes of Minds 
unfeignedly humbled ? Our Saviour himfelt did 
in this Particular, what Cuftom and long Ufage 
had made fit ; and we thar which fitnefs and De- 
cency has made ufual. And astro the pretence 
of giving Offence to weak Brethren, we anfwer 
in the Words of the Learned Bifhop Sanderfon, 
that to allw Men, under Pretence that fome Offence 
may be taken thereat, to difobey Laws and Conftitu- 
tions made by thofe that are in Authority over us, 
(we add, or to repeal Laws which Decency makes 
requifite) # the mext way to cut the Sinews of 
all Authority, and to bring both Magiftrates and 
Laws into Contempt ; for what Law ever wus, or 
can be made, fo juft and reafonable, but fome Men 
or other, either did, or might take Offence thereat.

Q. Doth the Moon when it Shines evcr emit any 
fenfible Heat, or is it wioly void of st?

For the Force of the Rays of Light 
decrea(es in art leait a duplicate Ratio of their D- 
{tance from the Body that emits them: So that the 
Force of the Rays of the San which is broughe 
by Reflection from the Moon to us, to the 
Force of the fame Pays falling primarily wpon 
the Moon o: the Eatth, is at leaft diminifhed 
in the Ratio of che Square of the Moons Di- 
france from the Earth, to the Squ are of the Moons 
Semidiamecer. By which Ruie, if we make a 
Computation, we fthall find the Force of the 
Moons Reflex Heat, to be only -}—-; Part of the 
Suns primary Heat, as felt by us.
